Alliance, May 7.—A fistic encounter 
between W. S. Potts, editor of the Lis­ 
bon Patriot, and Attorney Charles S. 
Smith, of Salem, was one of the stir­ 
ring features of the Eighteenth district 
Democratic congressional convention 
here yesterday afternoon. Both were 
members of the Columbiana county 
delegation, which had two candidates 
for delegate to the national Democrat­ 
ic convention. 
While the convention was in a tur­ 
moil and the Parker and Hearst work­ 
ers were doing their best to influence 
the votes of the delegates, Potts and 
Smith got into an altercation. 
Potts 
is a large, heavy man, probably 60 
years old. 
Smith is a small, young 
fellow. Potts, it la said, called Smith 
a Parker man and Smith replied that 
he was not. 
The lie was passed between them 
and Potts let go with his right, landing 
on Smith’s face, knocking him down. 
Smith made for Potts, but other dele­ 
gates interfered and the greatest ex­ 
citement prevailed. Finally Chairman 
Woolf announced that the -trustees of 
the church in which the convention 
was held had insisted upon the dele­ 
gates acting as men and keeping quiet. 
This bad some beneficial effect. 


The contest in the convention was 
warm and the anti-Hearst faction was 
put to rout. The Stark county delega­ 
tion arrived late and there was a live­ 
ly wrangle during its caucus over toe 
admission ot delegates by proxy. All 
the Hearst candidates were success­ 
ful. 
W. J.-Foley, of East Palestine, was 
nominated for congress by acclama­ 
tion. 
Thomas J. 
McNamara, of 
Youngstown, and Rhodes I. Gregory, oi 
Canton, were chosen delegates t^ m e 
national convention, with B. F. Wey- 
brecht, of Alliance, and Thomas S. 
Arnold, of Leetonia, as alternates. Ex- 
Mayor James A. Rice, of Canton, was 
chosen elector and Edward F. Moore, 
of Youngstown, endorsed as delegate- 
at-large to the national convention. 
Among the

“We reaffirm our adhesion to the 
principles of government enunciated in 
the Democratic national platforms of 
1896 and 1900, and we desire these 
principles applied to the living issues 
of today.

So many complaints have been made 
at the city hall about business men 
of the city obstructing the sidewalks 
by the placing of signs and awnings 
over them that the mayor announced 
this morning hie intention of enforc­ 
ing the ordinance pertaining to the 
subject 
The ordinance was passed 
several year* ago and until last year 
was pretty well heeded. 
Of late the 
measure has been in many cases dis­ 
regarded and the mayor feels it his 
duty to have it lived up to. 
It is not the desire of the mayor to 
do anything unjust, only to enforce the 
ordinance. 
His edict is to give the 
people warning, as a number have al­ 
ready contracted to violate the meas­ 
ure. 
The ordinance is conflicting In 
several points, but will have the de­ 
sired effect lf carried out and will re­ 
sult in considerable trouble to those 
who nave not heeded it. 
The chief 
has 0eon instructed to investigate ai) 
cases and the work of ordering the 
signs and awnings down 
w ill.likely 
commence Monday, The ordinance 
follows: 
“No person, persons or corporation 
shall place or allow to remain any 
awning of wood or any other substance 
in front of his, their or Its property 
unless the same 
shall be suspended 
from the building and have no support 
resting on the sidewalk or fleets, or 


cause any sign of wood or any other 
substance to be suspended across or 
over any sidewalk so as to obstruct 
the view along the sidewalk, or shall 
build or erect any platform, porch or 
piazza, stairway or other fixture in­ 
tended to be permanent upon or over 
any sidewalk unless the lowest point 
of the awning, sign or platform be at 
least eight feet from the sidewalk." 


The board of public service last even­ 
ing granted the request of Mayor 
Weaver relative to working prisoners 
on the street. 
Colonel Taylor, presi­ 
dent of the board, was not exactly in 
favor of the plan, being of a rather 
sympathetic nature, but he realized 
the benefit to be derived from the plan 
to the city and voted in favor of it. 
The mayor will inaugurate the system 
at once. 
Complaint was made to the board of 
the undermining of the old cemetery 
by the East liverpool Cement com­ 
pany and after some discussion 
the 
board instructed Clerk Gipner to notify 
the company to desist from removing 
sand from the bank. It was stated at 
the meeting that by the hauling away 
of the sand the banks have fallen down 
and a number of skeletons haVe been 
exposed to view. 
, 
Supt. Morley, of the water works, re­ 
quested to be allowed to purchase a 
rane to be used at the new station 
and the board acted favorably on it 
The ,crane is to cost about $1,000. The 
board also upon the suggestion of 8upt 
Morley decided to hire a man at $2.50 
per day to superintend the drilling of 
the new boilers being placed in the 
statiea. A private telephone will also 
be placed in the new station. 
Contractors erecting buildings in the 
city will be compelled to keep the 
streets as clean as possible. Complaint 
waa made of a number (rf violations by 
the contractors, who leave big piles 
of dirt in front of the new buildings 
and the clerk was instructed to order 
them to clear the earth away.

Russians Said to Have 
Fallen Back, 
Leaving th* Enemy in 
Full Control. 


8eoul, May 7.—(Special.)—A dis­ 
patch from Antung says that the Japa­ 
nese captured Feng Wang after a ter­ 
rible fight. Heavy losses are reported 
on both sides. 
Port Arthur, May 7.—(Special.)—A 
fleet of six Japanese vessels has been 
constantly in sight near the harbor 
entrance for several days. 
Tokio, May 7.—(Special.)—Admiral 
Topi reports the entrance to Port Ar­ 
thur to be completely blocked, except 
for small boats. 
St. Petersburg, May 7.—(Special.)— 
It is reported bere that Kurapatkin re­ 
fused to fight at Feng Wang and that 
the Russians fell back, allowing the 
Japanese full control of the situation. 


AN INQUIRY IS IN PROGRESS 


The question of whether the em­ 
ployes of the East Liverpool & Rock 
Springs street railway shall be grant­ 
ed a separate charter will probably be 
settled within the next few days. Fred 
Fay, member of the general executive 
board of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Railway Employes of Amer­ 
ica, has been in the city two days look­ 
ing over the ground and investigating 
the claims of the men who have applied 
for a separate charter. 
As has been previously stated the 
members of No. 52, or those of the 
number who are employed by the Uni 
ted Power company, have opposed the 
move on the part of the Rock Springs 
men, and it was necessary for Mr. Fay 
to Institute a thorough inquiry on both 
sides of the question. 
After confer­ 
ring with the members of the local and 
afterward with the leaders of the se­ 
cessionists he concluded to conduct the 
inquiry in a more systematic manner, 
since the two parties were 
so far 
apart. Accordingly a meeting of rep­ 
resentatives of the two roads was call­ 
ed for last evening. The turnout was 
good and the hearing wa* conducted 
much after the fashion of a regularly 
docketed court trial. An opportunity 
was given for the Rock Springs men 
to aet forth their reason* for desir­ 
ing a separation from the old local. 
Their arguments were logical and con­ 
vincing and left little doubt In 
the 
minds of their own leaders that the re­ 
quest for a charter In West Virginia 
would be granted. 
When the officers and members of 
the union were permitted to give their 
reasons for opposing a separation a 
different light was shed upon the sit­ 
uation. There were many and good 
reasons for keeping the membership 
solidly in line. Otherwise its strength 
would be impaired, its usefulness les­ 
sened and the chances for advance­ 
ment seriously Interfered with. Presi­ 
dent Kontnier and 
his associates 
seemed to be imbued with a desire to 
look after the best Interests of the or­ 
ganization. and had no personal feel­ 
ing in the matter whatever. 
Every point was carefully noted by 
the representative of the national ex­ 
ecutive board, and when the hearing 
had been completed 
the argumenta 
were listed for further reference. Mr. 
Fay will take the case before the 
board, which sit* at. Detroit, and a de­ 
cision will likely be banded down with­ 
in the next few days.

News Review the other evening about 
the possibility of the Wabash railroad 
entering th** city over the 
Newell 
bridge. 
It was distinctly stated that 
W. E. Wells, of the bridge company, 
when interviewed, denied any knowl­ 
edge of the proposed move of the rail­ 
road, but notwithstanding there are a 
number who took it that the bridge 
company was in a deal with the rail­ 
road. 
As a matter of fact, a bridge to 
transport trains would cost nearly a 
million dollars, and the bridge is to 
cost only $250,000.

VANDALISM AT 
BASEBALL PARK 


Baseball Directors Propose to Prose­ 
cute Those Guilty of Wanton 
and Malicious Mischief. 
Trespassing on the West End base­ 
ball ground is not to be tolerated. Last 
night some unknown persons did a 
good deal of damage to the grand 
stand by tearing up portions of the 
top and doing other mischief of a sort 
that showed a spirit of low vandalism. 
The directors of the baseball team met 
this morning and decided to offer $10 
tor information that would lead to the 
arrest and conviction of the guilty par­ 
ties 
The directors have been to much 
trouble and expense in fitting up the 
stand and grounds and do not propose 
to have the money wasted. While they 
are willing that other ball teams use 
the grounds if they behave themselves, 
they propose to see 
that 
property 
rights are respected, and 
will 
be 
forced to forbid the use of the grounds 
to unauthorized persons if vandalism 
is not suppressed. 


Coroner Jones, of Lisbon, arrived in 
the city at IO o’clock and 
held 
an 
autopsy over the body of the dead in­ 
fant that was found floating in tho 
river yesterday afternoon by James 
Clutter. After examining Clutter, Offi­ 
cer Dawson and Undertaker Rinehart, 
the coroner came tc the decision that 
the child had been foully murdered 
and advised Officer Dawson to make 
a thorough investigation of the case. 
The body was not in the water to 
exceed 24 hours. 
It was well devel­ 
oped and without doHbt was killed. 
The marks on its neck are evidence 
that it was strangled to* death. 
The 
coroner and others who have taken 
an interest in the case are prone to 
believe that the murder was commit 
ted by some one in this city. 
Officer Dawson thinks that the par 
ty lives in East End and this after 
noon spent several hours in investigat 
ing. 
He states that an arrest will 
more than likely be made. 
The visit of the coroner to the city 
was the first one he ever made here, at 
least, since elected to office.

The question of whether the 
em­ 
ployes of the East Liverpool & Rock 
Springs street railway shall be grant­ 
ed a separate charter will probably be 
settled within tho next few days. Fred 
Fay, member of the general executive 
board of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Railway Employes of Amer­ 
ica, has been in the city two days look­ 
ing over the ground and Investigating 
the claims of the men who have applied 
for a separate charter. 
As has been previously stated the 
members of No. 52, or those of the 
number who are employed by the Uni­ 
ted Power company, have opposed the 
move on the part of the Rock Springs 
men, and it was necessary for Mr. Fay 
to institute a thorough inquiry on both 
sides or the question. 
After confer­ 
ring with the members of the local and 
afterward with the leaders of the se 
cessionlsts he concluded to conduct the 
inquiry in a more systematic manner 
since the two parties were 
so 
far 
apart. Accordingly a meeting of rep 
resentatives of the two roads was call 
ed for last evening. The turnout was 
good and the hearing was conducted 
much after the fashion of a regularly 
docketed court trial. An opportunity 
was given for the Rock Springs men 
to set forth their reasons for desir­ 
ing a separation from the old local 
Their arguments were logical and con 
vincing and left little doubt in 
the 
minds of their own leaders that the re­ 
quest for a charter in West Virginia 
would be granted. 
When the officers and members of 
the union were permitted to give their 
reasons for opposing a separation a 
different light was shed upon the sit 
uation. There were many and good 
reasons for keeping the membership 
solidly in line. Otherwise its strength 
would be impaired, its usefulness les­ 
sened and the chances for advance­ 
ment seriously interfered with. Presi­ 
dent 
Kent nier and 
his 
associates 
seemed to be imbued with a desire to 
look after the best Interests of the or­ 
ganization, and had no personal feel 
ing in the matter whatever. 
Every point was carefully noted by 
the representative of the national ex 
ecutive board, and when the hearing 
had been completed the argumenta 
were listed for further reference. Mr. 
Fay will take the case before the 
board, which sits at Detroit, and a de 
cision will likely be banded down with­ 
in the next few days.

J. Frank Adams was in Cleveland yes­ 
terday attending a meeting of a board 
of county auditors to appraise the C.

railroad.

counties 
through which the C. & P. road passes 
in this state were represented at the 
meeting. 
The main track 
was 
ap­ 
praised at $20,000 a mile; the second 
track at $5,000 a mile, and the rolling 
stock at $8,100 a mile, making a valua­ 
tion of more than $1,500,000 for Co­ 
lumbiana county. 


“We have receiver! the positive as­ 
surance from the officials of tho Penn­ 
sylvania company that we may now 
go ahead and book as many picnics as 
can be crowded into a season, and cars 
for the transportation of excursionists 
will be provided In whatever numbers 
they are needed,” said C. A. Smith, 
president of the Rock Springs Amuse­ 
ment company, last night. “Our peo­ 
ple are gratified over the prospects for 
a successful season, as they had nearly 
given up hope of obtaining any relief 
from the railway people.” 
Much to the regret of the park man­ 
agement and the business men of the 
two cities it was announced several 
weeks ago that the railroad compan­ 
ies would be unable to furnish cars for 
excursions to the park this season. The 
reason for this condition 
of affairs 
was given, and was to the effect that 
every available day coach at the com­ 
mand of the 
railroad 
corporations 
must be utilized in the passenger traf­ 
fic to and from the World’s fair at 
8t. Louis. 
The explanation sounded 
reasonable, and merchants In all lines 
looked forward to a very slow summer 
season. It looked like a clean loss to 
the park management of thousands of 
dollars, and taken altogether the out­ 
look was most discouraging.

The retailers believe they are 
being discriminated against, and there 
niay be a test case. 
There is a law on 
the 
ordinance 
books of the town requiring all per­ 
sons who peddle to pay a license of 
HO per year. 
The m easure applies 
ot only those venders who buy their 
produce, meat and other articles 
at 
wholesale and then peddle about the 
streets. Owners of truck patches who 
bring their vegetables to town, grocers 
who take the orders beforehand and 
any one else who may produce the ar­ 
ticle themselves are exempt from the 
tax. 
There are a large number of produce 
dealers from Hast Liverpool who sell 
their wares in Chester, and it is ar­ 
gued that they ought to be made to 
pay for the privilege, but the butchers 
of the town claim it is a hardship 
they should not be made to stand. One 


local butcher said this morning: 
“I suppose we will be compelled to 
pay the fee, but it is not right that we 
should. 
We are called upon to keep 
our establishm ents here, are taxed for 
what we own the same as any other 
merchant and comply with the law in 
every particular as a groceryman of 
a baker. On the other hand a farmer 
may butcher a beef or load up a batch 
of garden truck, bring it to town and 
without contributing one cent to the 
corporation in either taxes or license 
sell out, taking the money home with 
him. The ordinance as it now stands 
is unjust.”

Prices Lack Firmness. 


New York, May 7.—Dun Sc Co.'a 
weekly review of trade says: 
Better 
retail distribution has followed Im 
provement in temperature but It came 
too late to recover any large part of 
of the Injury to spring trade. 
Quiet 
conditions are noted practically all 
lines of wearing apparel, with the ex 
ception of specialties, such as tan 
shoes, th a t cannot be delivered with 
sufficient rabidity. Operations for fu 
ture requirem ents are carried on with 
caution, and this disposition to avoid 
excessive commitments will do much 
to reduce the number of failures. 
Some Improvements in collection*; 
particularly a t the south and west 
will also strengthen weak concerns 
The percentage of idle factories has 
increased, especially in textiles and 
footwear, and a change in Btyle has 
rendered unavailable much silk ma­ 
chinery. 
Structural work is Increas 
lng, but dealers have accumulated 
large supplies of building' materials, 
and prices lack seasonable firmness, 
Commodity prices declined 
slightly 
during April. 
Railway earnings in 
April were -6.9 per -cent less than last 
year. 
Recovery in the 'iron and steel In 
dustry is again retarded by the unex­ 
pected dissolution at the ore associa­ 
tion. Prior to that the railways were 
at last seeking rails in moderate quan­ 
tity, and fair activity prevailed In tin 
plate, sheet, pipe and wire product*. 
Some contracts have been actually 
placed for castings to be used on the 
Pennsylvania railroad tunnel, and ne 
gotlatdons were complexed for the' sale 
of the Clairton Steel company. 
In 
fact, the only serious menace to steady 
improvement was a number of labor 
troubles at shipyards, machine shops 
and boiler works. 
Failures this week In the United 
States are 207, against 202 last week, 
241 the preceding week and 175 tbs 
corresponding week last year.

Chicago, May 7 —"I am unw illing to 
slug ‘A m erica’ until this country is 
w hat it claims to be, ’sw eat land of 
lib e rty ,"’ declared Bishop ll. M. T ur­ 
ner of A llan/a at last night’s session 
of the African M ethodist Episcopal 
cen ference. 
"T he Negro in Science,” was the 
subject of the address delivered by 
Bishop Turner, which caused him to 
take up every phase of the 
negro 
question In this country and led him 
to say that this was not the negro’s 
homo, but on the contrary that God 
had allowed the negro to come to this 
country to be enslaved in order that 
he could be trained and go back lo 
his native land and niako it w hat It 
should be.
